Why Not Standardize Motor 
Regulations? 


Good home at 


A motor trip of over 2000 miles, be- 
ginning at Andover, going as far south 
as Virginia, and up into Canada, forces 
the conclusion that motor regulations 
in Massachusetts, and especially in 
Andover, are quite backward. Perhaps 
this is due to the traditional desire for 
local autonomy in Massachusetts, pre- 
venting the State from passing desirable 
laws which should apply uniformly in 
all towns. As a result, each community 
acts for itself and the way it handles 
traffic ranges all the way from the 
sublime to the ridiculous—depending 
on the competency of the authorities in 
each individual locality. By leaving the 
matter to local government, pande- 
monium reigns throughout the State. 
What is the only right thing to do in 
one place is a matter for arrest in 
another. 

The motorist referred to above drove 
through eight or nine States, and into 
Canada. Nowhere along the way was 
he ever stopped by the police. But 
when he got back to his own town he 
was brutally “bawled out” by the local 
police. Local authority was rampantly 
asserting itself. His guilt lay in doing 
nothing but what he had been doing 
regularly through the Northeastern 
States and Canada. How is this situa- 
tion to be explained? 

For one thing, most other States are 
in control of traffic regulations in every 
town, imposing uniform rules on every 
community. Evidence of this is seen in 
the speed signs in such States as Mary- 
land, and in Canada. “Vitesse, 30 
miles,” say our neighbors to the north.

A sudden heart attack, superinduced by a 
strenuous game of tennis, Monday afternoon, 
proved fatal to Munroe Kimball Nichols, 
only son of Mrs. Frances Mitchell Nichols of 
25 Central street, and a member of the Fresh- 
man class at Harvard College. Nichols, 
leading his opponent, R. S. Tennant, also a 
Freshman, by a score of 5-2, dropped dead 
on the courts at Soldiers Field, Cambridge, 
just as he was about to return a service shot. 

As the youth fell to the ground his face 
came in contact with the handle of his racket, 
causing an abrasion to his eye and bringing 
blood from his nose. This led the police to 
believe that the lad had met a violent death, 
and accounts for the investigation ordered 
by the medical examiner’s office. 

Tennant and Coaches Frank Hurley and 
Harry Cowles ran to his side. They found 
him unconscious and applied first aid 
without effect. Four other students, H. 
Spotnitz ’29, W. S. Wirsky ’29, H. Firgir ’29, 
and J. Tonkin ’28, picked the boy up, took 
him to the street, and stopped a passing car, 
in which they took him ta +h. C-—b4p- 
hosnital en 

Dr. Canzanelli examined the boy and found 
life extinct. He notified Associate Medical 
Examiner Donald E. Currier, who, after an 
examination, declared itJhis opinion that the 
boy had died from a heart attack and that 
death was accidental 

Dr. W. D. Walker, the family physician, 
said that young Nichols had suffered in the 
past from a leaky heart valve, but he thought 
judging by recent symptoms, that he was in 
fairly good health, He said that undoubt- 
edly the extreme exertion of the game had 
caused a recurrence of the trouble. 

An unusual feature of the case is that death 
was not instantaneous. After the boy fell he 
was able to brush his right hand across his 
face. This was shown by blood found on his 
hand. 

He had not taken the physical examina- 
tion required at the college and it is thought 
that, if he had done so, he would have been 
warned against taking up so strenuous a 
game as tennis. 

Young Tennant was questioned by In- 
spectors Landrigan and O’Neil as to how the 
accident happened. His story set at rest 
rumors that trouble had preceded his death. 
He declared that, though a fellow resident at 
Gore Hall, he was not acquainted with 
Nichols, who was identified by a tag found 
ona key in his pocket.

Annual Hunting Season Is Near at Hand 


Director William C. Adams of the State 
Division of Fisheries and Game calls the 
attention of the public to the laws which will 


called, this season. 

As usual, the season will open on October 
20 and will continue through November 20. 
During the period partridge, quail, male 
pheasants, woodcock, gray squirrels, rabbits 
and hares may be killed subject to the follow- 
ing restrictions. 

Bag limits: 

Partridge, 3 in one day and 15 in the 
season. 

Quail, 4 in one day and 20 in the season. 

Pheasants, 2 in one day and 6 in the season. 

Woodcock, 4 in one day and 20 in the 
season. 

Squirrels, 5 in one day and 15 in the 
season. 

Rabbits, 5 in one day and no seasonal 
limit. 

Hares, 2 in one day and no seasonal limit. 

Only male pheasants may be killed and a 
written report must be sent to the Division 
of Fisheries and Game, State House, within 
twenty-four hours stating the day, town, 
number and sex killed. There is no open 
season on pheasants in Dukes and Nan- 
tucket counties. 

Strict attention should be paid to game 
birds killed, especially pheasants, and if a 
band is found on the leg it should be removed 
and sent to the Director with a statement as 
to the exact location where the bird was 
killed. This is in connection with research 
work to determine how far the birds travel 
after being liberated. 

The season is closed on partridge in Dukes 
County. 

The taking of quail is prohibited in Essex, 
Hampden, Hampshire, Middlesex, Nan- 
tucket, Norfolk and Worcester counties. 

The taking of hares in Essex county is 
prohibited. The open season on hares and 
rabbits in Nantucket county is from October 
20 to February 28. In Dukes county it runs 
from November 15 to February 15. In all 
other counties the season entends from 
October 20 to February 15. 


All persons who hunt, both men and women, 
must secure the regular sporting license from 


town or city clerks.

You are hereby required on or before Dec. 1, 1926, 
to destroy the gypsy and brown tail moths on your 
property in this town. 

This notification is in accordance with Chapter 
132, General Laws, which requires cities and towns 
to destroy the eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests 
of the gypsy and brown tail moths under heavy 
penalty for failure to comply with the provisions 
of the law. 

If a property owner fails to destroy such eggs, 
caterpillars, pupae and nests, then the city or town 
is required to destroy the same and the cost of the 
work, in whole or in part, according to the value of 
the land, is assessed upon and becomes a lien on the 
land. (Section 18, Chapter 132, General Laws, on 
reverse.) 

The Selectmen ask owners and tenants to co- 
operate with the town in its work on highways and 
other public grounds by doing effective work on their 
premises, Citizens who have cleaned their premises 
of the moths, but find their trees endangered by the 
neglect of owners of adjoining estates should make 
complaint to the Selectmen. The infestation of a 
residential neighborhood by the neglect of a few 
will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be destroyed 
at once with creosote. They should never be 
scraped off the object on which they are laid. 
Careful search should be made for gypsy moth egg 
clusters, not only on trees, but also on house walls, 
stone walls, fences and in rubbish heaps, etc. Trees 
in which cavities occur and which it is not desirable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or cemented, 
This is important. The present and future cost of 
combating this insect can be greatly reduced by 
cutting and burning worthless brush, -hollow trees, 
etc. * A few trees well cared for are more valuable 
to the property owner and the community than a 
large number of neglected trees. 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be cut 
from the trees, carefully collected and burned in a 
stove or furnace, 

Full instructions as to the best methods of work 
against the moths may be obtained from the Local 
Superintendent, E. Burke Thornton, or from the 
State Forester, Room 519, State House, Boston 
Mass. . 

Work done by contractors should be inspected 
and approved by Local Superintendent before pay- 
ment for the same is made.
